The people must break loose from 
boss dictation. 
Inis useless tohope 


forimprovement so long as present 
conditions 
exist. 
No doubt 
some 


really beneficial laws are

every session. 
A few men 
of the 


right stamp are elected, 
but they 


are powerless to stem the drift of 
the majority. 
The fault rests 
with 


the people for electing such men

their interests.

true that because

in brief, for making a close

for ducks, rail,,partridge, curlew, 
ibis,plover and quail, between 
Feb- 


ruary 15th and October 15th. 
It 


prohibits 
the 
use 
of 
sneak boats, 


scullboats, or any boat of this 
de- 


scription. 
Snipe are given a close 


season 
from April Ist to October 


15th. 
Quail, sagehen 
and grouse, 


are protected 
between 
February 


15th and September Ist. 


The killingor taking ofMongolian 


or English pheasant, 
Bob 
White 


quail, swan or imported varieties^ of 
quail, is a misdemeanor 
at all times. 


The bag limitof game birds other 


than ducks, is fixed at twenty- five. 
Ducks may be killed to the number 
of fiftyin a single day or by a single 
hunter. 
The open season for deer is 


from August Ist to October 
15th. 


The killingof tree squirrels at any 
time constitutes amisdemeanor. 
No 


hunter maykillmore than two deer 
during any open season. 


The sals of quail,deer, partridge, 


dove, 
pheasant,

The hopelessly tangled state in which 


the building contracts of Antone Ratto 
has been left, has given birth to much 
discussion. 
The contracts were mostly 


verbal, and with the exception of the 
Odd Fellows building, 
did not exceed 


one thousand 
dollars in amounts 
in- 


volved. 
Alltold there must be from 


fifteen to twenty pieces ofproperty in- 
cluded in contracts 
for new 
buildings 


or repairs undertaken by him last sum- 
mer. 
The law is plain that where the 


contract price is $1000 or over, the con- 
tract must be in writing and recorded, 
otherwise it. is void. It would seem 
that Ratto leftconsiderable unpaid on 
material 
and 
labor, 
and 
the parties 


who 
employed 
him to do the work 


have mostly paid him the contract price 
in full, but he has 
failed to pay his 


debts arising out of these 
contracts. 


A few liens have been recorded against 
some of the properties, and much spec- 
ulationisindulged in on the proposi- 
tion of trying to 
secure 
the unpaid 


claims on other buildings by lions. 
No 


general effort has 
been made in this 


direction. . 
Where the terms of the 


contract are such that the contract is 
not required to be recorded, 
the ques- 


tionarises how long will the right to 
filea lien run. 
This is perplexing a 


number of the parties concerned, 
and 


is not easy 
of solution. It is reason- 


able to assume 
that there must 
be a 


reasonable limit. 
The owner is not 


supposed 
to know by intuition what 


parties furnished material or labor on 
the contract; 
the material men and 


laborers are required toinform him on 
these points and thereby 
place him on 


his guard. 
Howlong must the owner 


wait for such notification before set- 
tling with the party to the contract? 
These are matters that are being widely 
discussed just now. Ratto, itis under- 
stood, is inSan Francisco, 
witha view 


of appealing to the insolvency law to 
help him out of his difficulties. 
And, 


itis reported, that such is the feeling 
created by lax methods of contracting, 
that much opposition may develop in 
the insolvency proceedings. 


A novel and effective way of creating
